The man screamed, he 
says, but it was then too late to stop the car. 

The only.clew to the dead man’s identity 
is found in a leather memorandum book 
which bears the name Hans Peterson. The 
man’s linen is not marked, and no other 
papers were found in the pockets of his 
clothes. . Ninety-five cents in silver was 
found on the body. 

The victim was rather shabbily dressed, 
and from appearances was a man who was 
accustomed to hard work. The man evi- 
dently was about 35 years old. 

The body was placed on the front end of 
the trolley car and taken to O’Donnell’s 
undertaking rooms, 6828 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, where it awaits identification. 


Gale on the Lake. | 

Bad as was the day in the city, it was far 
worse on the lake. The few boats that were 
out made haste to seek shelter. The Evans- 
ton life saving crew kept a special watch 
all day. Once a schooner apparently in dis- 
tress was seen off the shore, but before the 
crew could launch their lifeboat it had sailed 
away. 

After 8 p. m. only three-tenths of an inch 
of snow had fallen, but with darkness the 
snow became heavier, and all the transpor- 
tation lines suffered. The frozen snow stuck 
to trolley wires and the third rails of the 
elevated roads, and train crews experienced 
difficulty in.keeping up the schedule time. 
On the South Side,. for the first time this 
season, the sweepers were called ott. The 
wind kept the snow drifting, and the west 
tracks on the North and South lines were 
covered, Thesweepers were kept in constant 
operation. The motormen and gripmen said 
the snow was not heavy enough to have de- 


wind. 

Horses slipped on the ice-coated pave- 
ments, and driving was made hazardous. 
This was particularly true of the down-

WOMAN FATALLY HURT 
BY FALL FROM WINDOW 


AND MAN LOCKED UP. 


Mrs. Maud Richter Drops from Fourth 
Story Room at 183 West Adams 
Street—James Davis, Found Asleep 
in the Room, Arrested. 


Mrs. Maud Richter, said to be the divorced 
wife of a Chicago merchant, was taken to 
the County Hospital at 11 o’clock last night 
in a dying condition. She had been picked 
up in an alley at the rear of 183 West Adams 
street, unconscious. Her back and several 
ribs on the left side were broken, and recov- 
ery is thought to be impossible. James 
Davis is under arrest. 

Davis and Mrs. Richter had been living at 

138 West Adams street. They were seen to 
enter a room together at 4 p. m. At9o’clock 
last night Mrs. Alice Redden, who lives in the 
same building, saw Mrs. Richter fall from 
the window of the room they occupied, and 
she at once notified the police. 
_ Patrolman William Considine found Davis 
asleep in the room on the fourth floor from 
which the woman had falllen. He appeared 
to be somewhat dazed, but admitted knowl- 
edge that the woman had fallen out of the 
window. He said she had thrown herself 
out after saying: 

“ Well, good-by, Jimmie—you won't see me 
any more.“ 

Davis was held by the police until 11 
o' clock, when the woman regained conscious- 
ness. When he was admitted to the room 
she turned her face away from him and 
resolutely refrained from answering any of 
his questions. While she did not accuse 
Davis, she failed to exculpate him, so he was 
locked up. 

Mrs. Richter is apparently 38 years old. 
She said her mother and stepfather resided

No anxiety 18 felt 
for his safety, however, and he is counted on 
to reappear this morning and again profess 
a'willingness to de investigated.

Mr. Kipley was not in the sleeper. Neither 
was he in any of the day coaches. The 
sleeping car conductor declared that the 
Chief had left the train at Garrett, Ind. 


But at Garrett, too, the Chief was not to 
be found. He was not registered at the 
Ross ‘House; he was not registered at the 
City Hotel. The Garrett police force could 
not be located by telephone,. but as it con- 
sists of only one man it was considered im- 
probable in Garrett that the two Chiefs were, 
patrolling the streets together. 

It was reported also that the chief stepped 
from the train before the South Chicagosta- 
tion was reached and was driven to town in 
his buggy. He had not reached the well 
ing, however, at 1:30 a. m. 

Chief Kipley is missing ‘He left 
Washington for Chicago on Saturday even- 
ing. ‘Though the train arrived in Chicago 
last evening, the Police Chief did not. The 
trainmen say he alighted at Garrett, Ind., 
but he was not registered at either the Ross 
House or the City Hotel of that town last 
night.

I have no desire to criticise the Chief, 
but the time selected for his vacation cer- 
tainly wa was ill-advised.” 


Judge Gibbons Explains. 

n the grand jury reassembles on 
Wednesday morning it will listen to a re- 
sponse from Judge Gibbons to the request 
for further instructions sent to the court on 
Saturday. The court's reply is expected to be 
specific and mandatory. 

“The court expects this grand jury to do 
its duty, said Judge Gibbons yesterday aft- 
ernoon. “I have not lost faith in the mem- 
bers and believe they will pursue their in- 
vestigation as they have been advised to do, 
Conditions have not changed, notwithstand- 
ing the many things the jury has learned, or 
has received an intimation of. I do not un- 
derstand that the jury desires to shift the re- 
sponsibility, but realizing it will be impossible 
to follow all the lines the inquiry has devel- 

oped wishes to know which it the most impor- 
tant.“ 

Judge Gibbons would not say what his com- 
munication to the jury woyld contain. In 
reference to the special jury he said it would 
be impractical for two juries to pursue the 

investigation at one time, as it would 
result in confusion. Further, he said the 
powers of the present jury would expire . 
gally on Jan. 5, after which it could not ba 
called for a similar purpose for ten years. 
No court can designate the personnel of the 
jury, he said, the law prescribing that its 
members must be drawn. 

State’s Attorney Deneen said there was 
nothing new in the jury investigation. Al 
the information sent to him, he said, had been 
submitted to the grand jury. Whatever came 
to him he would transfer to the jury, he said 
as he was desirous of furnishing all the as- 
sistance in his power.

ENGLAND SHORT OF COAL 


‘VISITING DEALER ADDS TO TESTI- 
nor OF LIMITED SUPPLY. | 


Declares That at Present Rate of Con- 

sumption the Mines Will Be Ex- 

hausted in Perhaps Fifty Years and 

_ Sees Little Hindrance to American 

Sapremacy in Markets of Europe— 

Tawney Talks of the War Tax Re- 
duction. 


Norman McClintock. a coal dealer of New- 
castle, England, who was at the Auditorium 
Annex yesterday, added his testimony to the 
views of others that at the present rate of 
consumption England’s coal supply probably 
will not last more than fifty or sixty years, 
and that the outlook is alarming for the 
manufacturing industries of that country. 

I do not care to pose as an alarmist on 


deny that the situation is causing appre- 
hension in England. The Royal commission 
which investigated the coal question during 
the years between 1865 and 1871 reported 
the coal supply of England to be about 81,- 
| 000,000,000 tons. Since then the rate of con- 
sumption has greatly increased, and the fur- 
ther discovery that parts of England which 
were thought to contain coal are without 
it have caused the best authorities to place 
the supply at only about 15,000,000,000 tons. 

At the present rate of consumption the 
estimated supplies of coal can hardly last 
beyond fifty or sixty years, and if the rate 
of consumption increases, as there is every 
reason to believe it will, the time will be 
shorter. 

The situation is recognized to be so grave 
that already there is a movement to place 
an export tax on coal, while various methods 
are being considered for economising its use. 

“ American supremacy in the near future 
in the coal markets of Europe seems to be 
a question of adequate transportation.” 


Tawney Talks of War Tax. 


Congressman J. A. Tawney of Minnesota, 
a member of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee of the House, was at the Auditorium yes- 
terday on his way from Washington to his 
home for the holidays. 

Speaking of the bill which recently passed 
the House providing for a reduction of the 
war taxes he said: 

The present surplus in the Treasury ap- 
proximates about $135,000,000, and if existing 
conditions were to prevail to the end of the 
fiscal year of 1902 this surplus would amount 
to about $235,000,000. The problem is what 
to do with it. Secretary Gage has said the 
Treasury will readily stand a reduction of 
$50,000,000. The House bill proposes a re- 
duction of about $40,000,000. If the highest 
estimates of the expenses of the War and 
Navy departments were to be allowed there 
would still be a surplus of about $39,000,000. 

The talk about the reduction of the beer 
tax being likely to embarrass the Treasury 
is nonsense. It was generally understood 
at the beginning of the Spanish war, when 
these extra taxes were placed on the statute 
books, they were to be repealed at the close 
of the war. The fact is that beer is the only 
article which now bears a double tax, those 
due to the Spanish war and the civil war. 
Under the circumstances the committee was 
of the opinion the reduction of 25 cents a 
barrel from $1.85 to $1.60 was the merest 
justice.” 

Predicts a House Fight. 

Congressman Charies H. Burke of South 
Dakota, who was at the Palmer House yes- 
terday on his way from Washington to his 
home, said: 

There is a strong sentiment in the House 
in favor of the Hopkins reapportionment bill. 
Still at the same time it is certain to be bit- 
terly opposed by those States which will lose 
representatives because of it. I think any 
material increase in the membership is to be 
deprecated, but I think there are a few 
States, such as North Dakota, Colorado, and 
Florida, which should have an extra member, 
as they are clearly entitled to it.“ 


STUDYING STREET CAR GRANT. 


Evanston Council Committee Will De- 
liberate Before Reporting on Appli- 
cation for Franchise. 


Evanston's proposed street railway must 
wait. Alderman Barker and the other mem- 
bers of the Railroad committee, to which the 
question of the franchise was submitted, 
declare they will give the question careful 
consideration before making a report. It 
has been discovered that while the company 
asks for a franchise to operate a street rall- 
way, it is incorporated as a railroad com- 
pany. The charter was granted, it is said, 
under the general act for the government of 
railroads, and the question has been raised 
whether the company can operate a street 
railway. Inasmuch as a fifty-year franchise 
is asked for the committee will not hurry its 
report.

An epidemic of pneumonia has followed 
the wave of influenza that has afflicted C- 
cago for the last two weeks, and physicians 
in all parts of the city are t ng scores 
of cases, the majority of which they pro- 
nounte a complication of the disease that 
had preceded them. The cases are uniformly 
mild, and have been attended with few fa- 
talities. Many citizens of Chicago who have 
been stricken by the disease are con 
and apparently out of danger. 

The attacks are in marked contrast to the 
virulent epidemic that followed Chicago's 
introduction to the grip ten years ago. Phy- 
sicians say that the mildness or severity 
of the disease is caused by the Virility of the 
baccilli,.and assert that if proper precau- 
tions are taken to prevent a recurrence of the 
attack during convalescence the cases are 
usually controllable. 

The pleasant mornings of the last week 
have caused many persons to leave their

year, have been furnished. The pneumococus 
or bacilli are found in a great many cases 
of diphtheria and bronchitis that I have ex- 
amined, and, when the health of the person 
is affected, of course less resistance can be 
offered by the system to the inroads of the 
disease. Still, it is a notable fact that strong 
and vigorous men are more liable to con- 
tract pneumonia than a weak woman or 
child.“ 
. D. A. K Steele, 2020 Indiana avenue, 
said: The epidemic of pneumonia, while 
widesp „ 1s of comparatively mild char- 
acter, and no fatalities have attended the 
cases under my observation. At this season 
pneumonia is largely an outgrowth of and 
sequel to influenza, and no one is immune. 
The climatic conditions that influence the 
milder disease are responsible for pneumonia. 
although several cases I have seen this 
month have been caused by exposure, drafts, 
and kindred causes. No one, no matter how 
careful, can be assured of protection from 
the disease. Still, it is advisable to wear 
warm clothing and avoid sudden atmospheric 
changes and the night alr.“ fel 


Cases of Mild Character. 


“The wave of influenza is abating,” said 
Dr. Chauncey F. Chapman, 833 Washington 
boulevard, “ and the cases I have observed in 
common with pneumonia cases that usually 
have been attendant, have been of a mild char - 
gcter and of short duration. I think a few 
weeks will see the end of the present epi- 
demic, and in the meantime warm clothing 
and regular hours and meals, and the prompt 
treatment of diseases of the respiratory or- 
gans will serve to check its present course.“ 

Dr. M. Meyerovitz, 179 West Twelfth street, 
member of the State Board of Health, is in- 
clined to the belief that too much care is 
responsible for many cases of the disease. 
While warm clothing is advisable,“ he said, 
“it is possible to be too closely wrapped, 
which weakens the throat and respiratory 
organs and leaves them liable to succumb to 
the first attack of the bacilli. I have treated 
many cases of it in the last few weeks, but 
the cases have always responded to treat- 
ment, and I believe that the disease if at- 
tacked in time is at all times under the con- 
trol of a physician.” 


TAKES AWAY SALOON LICENSE. 


Complaints from Parishioners of St. 
Vincent’s Church Cause Revocation 
of Permits Held by F. Jaeger. 


Mayor Harrison has revoked the saloon 
and bowling alley license of Frederick Jae- 
ger, who has been at war with the parishion- 
ers of St. Vincent’s Church, at Webster and 
Sheffield avenues, for nearly six years. n 
the war between the saloon and church inter- 
ests Jaeger has spent several thousand dol- 
lars in trying to maintain what he considers 
his rights. 

At 9 o' clock on Saturday night, while Jae- 
ger’s bowling alley and saloon at 321 Shef- 
field avenue was filled with patrons, among 
which were several members of the St. Via- 
cent parish, Detectives Gleason and Kelly 
of the Halsted Street Police Station stepped 
into the place and informed him that his 
licenses had been revoked. 

Jaeger was incensed at the Mayor’s action 
and blamed him for listening to the com- 
plaints of members of the St. Vincent Parish 
Temperance society, who, he says, were re- 
sponsible for the closing of his place. 

Yesterday Jaeger's friends started to cir- 
culate a petition among the influential prop- 
erty-owners in the neighborhood, which they 
say they will present to the Mayor and ask 
him to restore the licenses he revoked. 

Jaeger was warned not to put up the 
bowling alley when he laid the foundation 
for the building,.“ said Father F. J. Walsh 
of St. Vincent’s parish. ‘“ The place has a 
tendency to attract young men, who go to 
bowl there and while there learn to drink. 
It also attracts a class of idlers, and as the 
saloon is the greatest enemy of the Irish- 
Americans, we are naturally opposed to it. 
The bowling, especially on summer nights, 
disturbs the neighborhood. The noise can 
be heard in the church when the services 
are held, and keeps the brothers awake in 
the college.“ 

Jaeger's war with the St. Vincent Parish 
dates back nearly six years. At that time 
Alderman McGillen introduced an ordinance 
in the Council to make the district bounded 
by Halsted street, Seminary, Fullerton, and 
Garfield avenues a local option district. The 
intention was to keep the saloons out of the 

h and the McCormick Seminary district. 
The fight against this proposition cost 
Jaeger $1,500. 

After Jaeger won the local option fight he 
put up an eighty-foot building which extends 
from the rear of his saloon to Webster ave- 
nue, directly across the street from the 
church entrance. The building and the four 
bowling alleys it contained cost several 
thousand dollars. The revocation of the 
license is another step in the war between the 
church and the saloon, and neighbors wonder 
what the outgome of the battle will be.

In the 
case of the latter the court has to see that 
provision is made for their care. In the 
case of the former it must distinguish be- 
tween the boy who has merely had a weak- | 
ness for a neighbor’s puppy and a young ras- 
cal who needs the severest discipline. The 
probation officers are to afford what all boys 
should have, advice and help. Itis upon them 
that the court must depend for the success 
of the law: they must look into the homes 
of the boys and say a word to the parents 
as well as keep in touch with the boys them- 
selves. Compare this method with that 
which put a boy who had taken a handful 
of peanuts in the category of burglars. 


Worst Phase of the Problem. 


„The worst phase of the vice problem 
which confronts large communities is the 
educational effect on children of life amidst 
scenes of crime and degradation. It is to 
counteract such influences that the state 
must exercise its parental quality. We all 
need help. I do not believe that the rich men 
who are to sleep in comfort tonight would 
rest if they knew the actual conditigps of 
some children in Chicago today.”

It is said that the problem of securing a 
stable currency has never approached a 
definite solution. By a provisional order the 
government arranged to reimburse the banks 
for any losses they might sustain through 
‘paying out Mexican silver for United States 
currency from disbursing officers and trade. 

The marked increase in the customs re- 
ceipts under American management is ex- 
plained in part by the fact that formerly a 
large part of the imports came from Spain 
and paid no duties. Also, the American sys- 
tem of collection is sald to tend to honest 
collections. 

Contract labor ts essential, says the re- 
port, for the mercantile interests. These 
laborers do not come into competition with 
the native residents. More than 25,000 
Chinese entered and left the islands last 
year. 

Only one-ninth of the land in the archi- 
pelago has been brought under cultivation, 
and there is no land tax. Colonel Crowder 
thoroughly indorses the recommendation 
looking to a thorough change in the mining 
laws. 

Colonel Crowder closes with a summary 
of the report of General J. F. Smith, Military 
Governor of Negros, showing that this island, 
which has had under the entire period of 
American control a substantially autonomous 
form of government, has progressed in 
marked and favorable contrast with the oth- 
er islands. The attitude of the people is 
highly favorable towards the United States, 
and the largely autonomous government 
which they now enjoy seems to be their fit- 
ting reward, and the people are naturally 
desirous that it should be continued. 


IMPROVES ON MARCONI SYSTEM. 


Professor Slaby Shows Kaiser Wilhelm 
How He Sends Ten Messages Simul- 
taneously to a Common Point.

BERLIN, Dec. 23.—Profe Slaby lec- 
tured here on Saturday on his discoveries in 
wireless telegraphy. Emperor William, the 
Postmaster, a number of military and naval 
officers, savants, and engineers attended.

bility he will have no use in later life, when 
the time could be employed in acquiring skill 
in the industrial arts. 

Every boy who is graduated from an In- 
dian school knows how to farm in an intelli- 
gent manner and has a sufficient knowledge 
of blacksmith and the trades to enable 
him to shoe his horse, mend his wagon, build 
his house, and do general repair work re- 
lating to a farm, Emphasis is made upon the 
vital importance of teaching home making 
duties to every Indian girl, on the theory that 
this is more essential than the teaching of 
trades to the boys. As almost the only way 
of reaching the homes of the camp Indians 
is through the girls in school, and as they are 
to be the future wives and mothers, the fate 
of future generations is in a large measure in 
their keeping.

Missionary Collects Indemnity. 

The Rev. Mr. Ament of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions fias returned from 
a trip which he took for the purpose of collect- 
ing indemnities for damages done by Boxers. 
He visited several different parts of the 
country, and everywhere he compelled the 
Chinese to pay. He says that all his native 
Christians are now provided for. He had 
under his charge 700 natives, of whom 300 
were killed. He has collected 800 taels for 
each of the Christians who lost their lives, 
and compelled full payment for all the prop- 
‘erty belonging to the Christians that was 
destroyed. He also assessed fines amount- 
ing to thirteen times the amount of the dam- 
age. 

This money will be used for the propaga- 
tion of the gospel. After repaying all the: 
Gamages Mr. Ament has 7,000 taels left, 
which will be devoted to the support of 100 
Chinese widows and thefr children. 

He declares that the compensation he has 
collected is moderate when it is compared 
with the amount secured by the Catholics, 
who demand, in addition to money, head for 
head. They collect 500 taels per head for 
each Catholic who was killed. In the Wen- 
ehiu country 680 Catholics were killed, and 
for this the European Catholics here demand 
750,000 strings of cash and 680 heads. In 
the course of conversation Mr. Ament re- 
ferred to the attitude of the missionaries to- 
‘Wards the Chinese. 


Advocates the Mailed Fist. 


“I deny emphatically that the missionaries 
are vindictive, that they generally looted, or 


that the circumstances did not demand. I 
criticise the Americans. The soft hand of 
the Americans is not as good as the mailed 
fist of the Germans. If you deal with the 
Chinese with a soft hand they will take ad- 
Vantage of it.“ 

Mr. Ament reports that the Chinese are 
friendly to the Americans. He states that 
at the town of Shani a force of Germans held 
up the head man on Dec. 20, beat him over 
the head, and demanded 3,000 taels and a 
number of mules and carts.

AMERICAN WOMAN'S VICTORY AT

PARIS, Dec. 14.— The proposition to deco- 
rate the American woman painter, the Mar- 
quise de Wentworth, has caused as much 
excitement among the American artists in 
Paris as the.question of space at the com- 
mencement of the exposition. Mme: de Went- 
worth has thus far proved a 
match for the men, and has 
gained her point from the start. That 
she should triumph in her decoration seems 
but natural, and herein lies a tale of interest 
to lovers of inside gossip of artistic life. 

When the famous picture of the Pope paint- 
ed by Mme. de Wentworth was submitted 
to the Artists’ Committee of Reception of 
the American section of the art exhibit of the 
exposition it was promptly but politely re- 
fused. Even the hanging committee did not 
feel that Mme. de Wentworth's Pope would 
enhance the American section. When the 
artist heard of the decision she was undaunt- 
ed, for she knew how she could obtain space, 
not only for the Pope but for her picture of 
the Cardinal as well. 


Gets Extra Space for Americans. 


For weeks Commissioner Woodward, Art 
Director Cauldwell, and many other Ameri- 
can officials had been endeavoring in vain 
to obtain an additional room for the Ameri- 
cah art exhibit. Mme. de Wentworth, who 
has influence at the French Beaux Arts 
office, then came to the rescue not only of 
the American officials but of her own Pope 
by proposing to secure the much desired 
room on condition that his Holiness’ por- 
— would form its principal wall decora- 
tion. 

Needless to say, the proposition was ac- 
cepted gladly, and as success crowned her 
efforts Mme. de Wentworth’s Pope was 
not only exhibited, but received a prize, and 
the artist was proposed for the decoration..

Novel Work by Count de la Croix. 


Count du Luan de la Cfoix is making a 
magnificent gold purse for the new Duchess, 
of Manchester. Count de la Croix, who be- 
longs to one of the oldest and most aristo- 
cratic families in France, has discovered the 
art of making round enamels which sparkle 
like jewels and resemble them perfectly.

No outsider is employed by the Count in 
his work; only his son and his step-daughter, 
Mlle. Montigny, are admitted to his atelier. 
Count de la Croix, who is in easy circum- 
stances, first adopted his work in gold and 
enamels as an artistic pleasure. After he 
made his discovery friends of the Faubourg- 
St. Germain set induced him to sell them 
examples of his work, which was exposed 
in the exposition, where it created a sensa- 
tion. The Duchess of Manchester, then 
Miss Zimmerman, took a great fancy to the 
Count’s enamels, and with her aunt called 
upon him and bought a beautiful pendant 
and chain, with several other exquisite pieces 
of work. At the same time she requested 
the Count te make her a gold purse orna- 
mented with the round enamel now so in 
vogue. 

The entire mounting of the purse is in 
hand-chased gold, heavily studded with the 
enamels, in classic design, and the chain 
matches the mounting, the links being caught 
with enamels. The purse is one of the most 
magnificent ever designed.

The response 
vexed De Munster, who hardly controlled his 
temper, and when he reached the Embassy 
choked with rage, declaring that That little 
journalist knew nothing about politics.“ 

The remark was repeated to Delcasse, who 
is rather proud of his early career entirely 
devoted to journalism, and a coldness frosted 
the relations of the two men during the rest 
of their intercourse.

ence to Louls Napoleon in exclusion to Victor, 
generally detested. Some people lend dark 
designs to the Premier, Waldeck-Rousseau, 
who, as the Matin is almost an official paper, 
inspires the articles, with the object of bring- 
ing about a restoration of the empire, Others 
accuse Poidaty, director of the paper, of a 
Napoleonic propaganda. Endless names are 
attached to the mysterious signer “ Flam- 
beau.“ 


Monument to Duchess d' Alencon. 

A white marble monument has just been 
erected to the memory of the Duchess 
d' Alencon in the chapel built to com- 
memorate the charity bazaar fire. The 
statue bears the features of the unfortunate 
Duchess and is grand and noble in its sim- 
plicity. It occupies one of the stations of 
the way of the cross and attracts attention 
only by the blue escutcheon of Bavaria, with 
its blue and silver lozengés. Between the 
two is a medallion with bas-relief portrait of 
the Princess and an inscription: “To the 
memory of her Royal 22 1 BOR the Duchess 
d' Alencon.“

STRANGE SCENE IN A CHURCH. 


Bishop Ignores Protest Against Ordi- 
nation of Two Priests and a Stormy 
- Clash Follows.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—There was much ex- 
citement at the ordination of twenty-six 
priests at St. Paul's Cathedral this morning, 
caused by J. W. Kensit, the anti-ritualist 
crusader, protesting agdinst two of the can- 
didates for alleged ritualistic practices. 
There was a large congregation. Mr. Kensit 
made a long address to the Rt.-Rev. Alfred 
Barry, Assistant Bishop of London, who was 
officiating for Bishop Creighton, who still 
is ill, stating his objections to the two candi- 
dates.

** You have shown nothing against the per- 
sonal character of the candidates, and I 
shall ordain them.“ 

The Bishop's answer was received with 
shouts of “Shame” by some of the con- 
gregation, which included many sympathis- 
ers with Mr. Kensit. The latter tried to 
speak further, when four vergers advanced 
and were about to push him from the chan- 
cel. One of them took hold of his coat, when 
a number of the congregation shouted loud- 
ly, Hands off. 

The vergers stood, hesitating as to what 
they should do. Mr. Kensit thereupon with- 
drew, with a score of his followers. The 
members of the congregation, who were 
standing excitedly watching the proceed- 
ings, quieted down after the withdrawal of 
Mr. Keneit, and the service proceeded.

Soberly, this patronage by the City Clerk,

bill may naturally experience in seeing it 
now put forward by—City Clerk Loeffler. 

The only fit advice to offer is that the 
Civic federation should immediately begin 
abduction proceedings. These should be 
expedited, however, for this measure has 
been put where it is “ for no good purpose.” 


SMOKE CAN BE ABATED. : 

“Ten years ago the problem of how to 
abate smoke was unsolved, but today it is 
not an experiment. Smoke can be easily 
prevented, and that with profit to the manu- 
facturer.” This statement was recently 
made before the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce by Professor C. H. Benjamin— 
head of the department of smoke abate- 
ment in that city—whose interesting letter 
concerning the work of that department 


He followed this statement with citations 
from numerous letters written by firms 
which had adopted improved furnaces and 


smoke preventers, showing that from 10 to. 
23 per cent in fuel had been saved thereby. 


He also assured his hearers, on the basis 
of his oo careful observations, that fur- 
maces in the same locality and employed 
in the same line of business often make en- 
tirely opposite records in respect to the 
emission of smoke. He rejected the idea 
that “smoke is making wealth” and will 
never be done away with. Instead, the fact 
that smokeless consumption of coal means 
* saving of dollars and cents to the manu- 
facturer was alleged to have been recog- 
nised by many alert manufacturers in his 
city who had adopted smoke consuming de- 
vices on their own motion. | 

Professor Benjamin certainly takes a 
strong position in contending that the move- 
ment for smoke abatement can no longer be 
held to be in the stage of mere experiment 
when in his own city “ three-fourths of the 
coal” consumed in the business section 
“is burned in stokers or down-draft fur- 
naces,” by means of which smoke is more 
or less completely avoided, and when all 
the large business blocks do prevent 
smoke.“ 

That the smoke nuisance is unnecessary 
on practical and wasteful on economic 
grounds has likewise been demonstrated by 
individual firms here and there in this city, 


but its work is a cause of embarrassment 
to at least one Lllinois city. The Gales- 
burg Republican-Register says that city 
has been levying up to the 2 per cent limit, 
and hence the lower assessment made by 
the State board deprives the municipality 
of revenue which it really needs. 
The Galesburg paper complains this 
“embarrassment is all to please Oook 
County.” This is not quite correct. The 
true cause of the regrettable embarrassment 
in question is an unfortunate revenue sys- 
tem. So long as taxes for State and for 
local purposes are as closely connected as 
they are now difficulties of one kind or an- 
other will arise frequently. 

It State and local taxation were disasse- 
ciated no member of the State board would 
feel it his duty to raise the Cook Oounty 
assessment—thus making local taxes high- 
er—so that this county might pay what he 
considered was its fair share of State taxes. 
Nor would any member of the board seek 
to accomplish the same result in a different 


counties, and thereby making it impossible 
for some of the cities and towns to raise 
money enough to meet their needs. 

The taxpayers of Chicago cannot justly 
bo reproached for their efforts to keep down 
the county assessment. They were not try- 
ing to dodge State taxes, which do not 
worry them. They were seeking to escape 
ruinous loca] taxation. The taxpayers of 
this city are more than willing to codperate 
with those of othef parts of the State in 
devising a revenue system under which 
the embarrassment which confronts Gales- 
burg or the grave embarrassment which 
menaced Chicago cannot occur. 


RAILROAD POOLING. 

Mr. Paul Morton, the Chicago railroad 
man, contributes an artitle to the Independ- 
ent in which he says that one of three things 
is bound to come in the transportation busi- 
ness of this country—legalized pooling, con- 
centration of ownership, or government con- 
trol. Like most railroad men, he is an ad- 
vocate of pooling. But the people are op- 
posed to this plan, and both the people and 
the railroads are opposed to government 
operation of the roads, so that there remains 
only the third course—the consolidation of 
railroad lines after the manner of industrial 
companies in the trust movement. Mr. 
Morton believes this to be inevitable if pool- 
ing is not allowed, and it cannot be ques- 
tioned that such consolidation is gradually 
taking place, especially in the Hast. He 
thinks it would be better for all concerned 
if the roads were allowed to pool their busi- 
ness under the supervision of the Interstate 
Commerce commission. 

Mr. Morton argues, as do the trust organ- 
izers, t competition has become too se- 
vere, and that it leads inevitably to consoll- 
dation. He holds that unrestricted competi- 
tion means continued preferential rates for 
big shippers and big cities, while legalized 
pooling would protect the small shipper and 
the small town. He believes that the ab- 
sence of a pooling law is hurrying the owner- 
ship of the railroads into the hands of a few 
men. Ifthe movement is forced to continue 
in this direction he looks for so complete a 
consolidation of railway interests as to pro- 
ducé a popular outcry for government con- 
trol. While he has no objection to the con- 
centration of railroad ownership, he knows 
that most people have, and he thinks it 
might be better for all concerned if pooling’ 
were permitted as a temporary substitute. 

While most people will not agree with Mr. 
Morton as to the advisability of the cure he 
proposes, it is worth while considering the 
alternative toward which railroad affairs 
certainly appear to be moving. Complete

Govern- 
or Bond was enthusiastic on the subject and 
proposed that the lands obtained by treaty 
from the Indians should be at once surveyed 
and the canal laid out. Largely through his 
influence the National Congress was per- 
suaded in 1822 to pass a bill giving the State 
the right to cut a canal through the public 
lands in the State and donating a strip ninety 
feet wide for the purpose. An appropriation 
of $10,000 was also made for surveys. In 1823 
the first Canal Commissioners were appointed 
and several efforts were made to survey the 
route, and the next year Colonel Rene Paul of 
St. Louis, as Chief Engineer, actually com- 
pleted the surveys of five different routes for 
the big ditch, estimating that the work would 
cost in the neighborhood of $700,000. In Janu- 
ary, 1825, the Ulineis and Michigan Canal 
company was incorporated, with former Gov- 
ernor Bond and other distinguished men as 
its directors. The capital stock of the com- 
pany was fixed at $1,000,000 and it was de- 
cided to make the cana! big enough to receive 
boats thirteen feet wide and drawing three 
feet of water. The next few years were spent 
in asking Congress for a grant of land in sup- 
port of the enterprise.

For five years longer the 
work „it having been discovered 
meanwhile that instead of $600,000 or 6700, 000 
the proposed work would cost four or five 
million. In 1835 the Governor of the State 
was authorized to borrow $500,000 with

WEEK'S REVIEW OF TRADE 
HEALTHFUL CONDITIONS AND IM- 
PROVEMENT IN-BUSINESS. 
General Situation Shows Much 
Strehgth and Contains Good Prom- 
ise for the Future — Shown by Re- 


Grain Markets Narrow and Little 
Better than ‘Lifeless — Wholesale 
Trade About the Usual Thing. © 


Healthful eonditions in every direction pre- 
vall in general business. The improvement 
which set in immediately after the election 
in November has not diminished in force. 


It is apparent in nearly every line of trade. 


The general situation shows much strength 
and contains good promise of the future. 
In a few lines the holiday duliness con- 
tinues, but not to an unexpected degree. 
The average business has been in much bet- 
ter shape during the present holiday season 
than is usually the case at this end of the 
year. No better pr of the sound basis on 
which the prospects for continued good busi- 
ness rest could be afforded. Some authorities 
predicted an immediate revival in trade as 
soon as the election was out of the way. 
The improvement, in fact, was noticeable at 
once, but not in the way that had been 
‘anticipated. The gain has been steadier and 
slower, but just as sure. | 
Each week sees some further improve- 
ment over the previous one. Business ex- 
perts who are closely in touch with the gen- 
eral situation see nothing in the future to 
bar the way for successful business for sev- 
eral years, with increasing home consump- 
tion and growing foreign trade. They say 
that conditions are so good that only some 
unforeseen calamity would be effective in 
preventing great growth. Few branches of 
business are not prosperous at the present 


time. 
Calls issued by the Controller of the Cur- 
rency and the State Auditor for statements 


of the conditions of the various banks last 


week indicate sound conditions. The na- 
tional banks showed c@mparatively small 
decreases in deposits, considering the time 
of the year. National banks as a rule are 
at the low point in deposits in December. 


When the previous call was made, in Sep- 


tember, they were at the high point. The de- 
mands from the interior for currency caused 


shipments which have just about ended. 
The loss by’ the Chicago banks in the fall

period this year was much less than in the 
corresponding period of 1809. 3 
A feature of the reports of the State banks 
indicates sound business conditions. The 
largest State bank showed a loss in its de- 
mand deposits and a gain in its time deposits. 
The withdrawal of demand deposits means 
that money is going into active channels of 
trade again, while the growth of time de- 
posits represents savings. 
Local stocks have not followed the upward 
course of the New York market during the 
week. Since election the local market has 
been under depressing influences which have 
been Na enough to offset the effect of 
election“ First was the passing of the 
dividend on the preferred stock of the Lin- 
seed company, which sent the stocks of that 
‘organization down and exercised some in- 
fluence on Other issues. Next was the fall 
‘In Traction stock and the passing of its 
preferred dividend. With those two events 
out of the way the local market isina better 


position. 

The money market has not changed much, 
although conditions in the New York asso- 
ciated banks point to easy rates. The possi- 
bility of higher money abroad at any time 
operates to keep rates up to a certain level 
here, and the demand from legitimate busi- 
ness interests for money has an effect. Local 
banks continue to take advantage of the 
speculative activity in New York to loan 
large amounts on call there. 

All Wholesale Trades Steady. 

The closing week of the year witnessed no 
decided changes in wholesale trade condi- 
tions. A moderately steady tone ran through 
all of them, Values are about as they have been 
running. The aggregate volume of outgoing busi- 
ness is moderate and is generally referred to as 
seasonable. For the best part of a month past part 
the big business of the country has been going into 
retail lines, leaving the wholesale houses mainly 
busy on reorders for immediate use and on orders 
connected with the spring trade. The business out- 
look for the new year continues as bright ever 
and is altogether encouraging. No specially new 
features have been developed in any line. ces 
are as a general rule well maintained. 

On the iron and steel trade the Iron Age says: 
** General business is a little quieter; nevertheless 
the demand is reported to be better than usual at 
this season in every branch of the iron trade. 0 
situation is satisfactory The consumption is stead- 
ily increasing. and all classes of consumers are 
pressing for more rapid deliveries It is rather 
surprising that some of the largest Companies have 
for some time been unable to satisfy the demands of 
their customers. It is not unusual to hear of their 
making purchases from other manufacturers in 
order to be able to fill time contracts. It is ex- 
pected that much more activity will develop after 
the opening of the new year. The outlook has 
seldom been more promising than at this time. 
Some fair-sized orders in vig iron have been placed 
during the week, but nothing calling for special 
notice. The usual quiet condition of trade oc- 
curring in December now prevails, and will con- 
tinue until atter the inventory period. The only 
time in ten years that December has been marked 
by heavy buying was two years ago. when prices 
were advancing and buyers were convinced that it 
would not do to wait until January to cover their 
requirements. The local companies are 80 com- 
pletely sold up that they are unable to meet the de- 
mand for prompt shipment.“

are two well known business-men of such 
names in South Water street. There was 
no Randall in the firm, so far as is known, 
while Postoffice Inspector Gould is of the 
belief that the man now under arrest has 
merely assumed the name of Crosby. 

For the brief time in which the firm ” 
was conducted the receipts were heavy. 
Nearly all the money secured came in 
through the mails last week. It is said that 
about $3,000 was received on Monday, $6,000 
on Tuesday, $4,000 on Wednesday, and $12,000 
on the three remaining days of the week. 
Crosby claims that nearly all the money was 
taken by Davis and denies that he profited 
by the transaction, although admitting that 
he should have known that the business was 
not being legitimately conducted.

In one 
transaction 3,000 pounds of butter was sold 
for 12 cents a pound cash, although 13 cents

COMMERCE IN SAULT CANALS. 


Freight Traffic Shows Gain and Indi- 
cates Increase in Size of 
Lake Steamers. 


Duluth, Minn., Dec. 23.—The commerce of 
the Sault canals for 1900 amounted to B.- 
643,073 net freight tons, of which 20,532,493 
were east-bound business and 5,110,580 were 
west-bound. The American canal passed 92 
per cent of the traffic and the Canadian 
canal 8 per cent. Of the registeted tonnage 
20,136,782 tons went through the American 
and 2,179,052 went through the Canadian. 

The increase in freight traffic over 1899 was 
2 per cent, while the decrease in the number 
of vessel passages was 4 per cent, indicating 
that the increased number of the larger 
class of lake boats is having an important in- 
fluence upon the vessel passages. The pas- 
senger traffic increased 19 per cent. : 

The greatest increase shown in any com- 
modity was bituminous coal—28 per cent, a 
total of 3,971,462 tons, Iron ore shows an 
increase of 7 per cent, total of 16,443,568 tons. 
Hard coal shows a decrease of 39 per cent. 
Wheat decreased 31 per cent and other grdins 
46 per cent, the totals respectively being 
40,489,302 and 16,174,659 bushels. Lumber 
shipments through the canals were 909,651,- 
000 feet, a decrease of 12 per cent.

It was with a trembling conscience that I 
entered the Church of San Giovanni Dvan- 
geélista, so- consecrated by his genius.

Nowhere else can Correggio be studied to the 
same advantage, and, indeed, after seeing 
him face to face as one does here, you come 
away tempted to regard him not so much 
the last thessenger of a great period as the

fruit and flowers on both banks of that 
Adige where were born Paul Veronese, 
Titian, Correggio, . .Montegna, Sammicheli, 

Land many, others of lesser note. 

Behind her, fortress - Ike, rise the protect-. 
ing. Alpa, before, her, are the. towers. and 
spires of Mantua, the birthplace of Virgil 
and the refuge of Romeo, while forty miles 
east lies Padua, the éarlfest European cradle 
of- natural science and medicine. Moat and 
wall, drawbridge and battlemented castle, 
still remain, their use outgrown, permanent 
landmarks of medieval times, rivaling Peru- 
gla in interest and stormy story. 

The empty tomb of Romeo and Juliet with 
its romantic halo of youthful love and fidel- 
ity! attracts a .countiess multitude of trav- 
elers ot every name and nation. Moved sev- 
eral hundred feet from its old place in the 
Franciscan. burying ground, it is now housed | 
under, a sort of open loggia, where visitors 
have literally, converted it into a huge card 
receiver. * It is surrounded by a well kept 
garden in which we ivy, | 
and violets. 

Older still and in a splendid state of pres- 
ervation, ‘thanks to Napoleon, who had it 
réstored, {s the fine old Roman amphitheater 
built under the Emperor Diocletian. Mid- 
way between these times the ear is thrilled 
with tales ‘of the barbaric splendor of Theo- 
doric the Great, he who stands guard by 
Maximilian’s tomb at Innsbruck, and who 
ruled in lordly state in the castle of St. Peter, 
the treat, a vast ruin overlooking the town, 
up whose steep ascent no carriage may 
climb. It was his successor, the Lombard 
King Awo, who compelled his wife Rosa- 
munde to drink wine out of her father’s 
Skull. Later still came Can Grande della 
Scala, whose name Dante out of gratitude 
has immortalized in his divine comedy, and 
who gathered around him the most magnifi- 
cent court in Italy. 

The sumptuous Gothic monuments of these 
same Della Scala adjoin their former pal- 
ace and occupy a solid square of ground in 
the heart of Verona. 

City of Another Age. 

Like far-away myths it all reads now, so 
passing strange is history, did not literature 
and architecture and painted beauty mate- 
rialize it for us.
